Since the inception of the program, over $129 million in tax
credits have been awarded to companies that have committed to
move to California or stay and grow in California. Approximately
25% of these credits have gone to small businesses.

In San Joaquin County, 11 companies have been awarded over
$6 million dollars in tax credits, from $32,000 to over $1.5 million.
The State will provide over $200 million in tax credits next fiscal
year to small, medium and large companies across the State. At
least 25% of these tax credits MUST go to small businesses whose
gross revenues are under $2,000,000 per year.

Small, medium and large businesses are encouraged to attend
this workshop and receive instructions on how to apply for this
new tax credit program. Join us and get the inside track on
receiving a California Competes Award in the next round!
